The Advisory Council on Historic Preservation (ACHP) has recently received inquiries about the 
referenced undertakings and the status of the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission’s (FERC’s) 
compliance with Section 106 of the National Historic Preservation Act (NHPA) )[54 U.S.C. 306108] and 
its implementing regulations, “Protection of Historic Properties” (36 C.F.R. Part 800), for these projects. 

We have checked our records but cannot find any notification from FERC. Therefore, we request your 
assistance in investigating the Mountain Valley Pipeline and Atlantic Coast Pipeline. We would 
appreciate you informing us of the current status of these projects, including steps that FERC has taken to 
comply with the requirements of Section 106 of the NHPA. We are particularly concerned about FERC’s 
outreach to stakeholders. The National Trust for Historic Preservation (NTHP) advised us that 
stakeholders have requested to be consulting parties for the Section 106 review, but were denied that 
status because they are intervenors in the FERC review process. If this is true, we would like an 
explanation and clarification of how consulting parties will be approved going forward with the Section 
106 review process.
